Recently the Society received as ea gift from Mr. W. J. Coulter 
of Middletown, New York, two large Scrapbooks filed under Westbrook 
genealogy, and a complete file of the paper he now publishes “Minisink 
and Wallkill Precint Historical Chronicle". For many years his geneal- 
ogical column appeared in The Wantage Recorder of Sussex, New Jersey, 
and The Port Jervis Union Gazette of Port Jervis, New York, and the 
scrapbooks are made up from clippings taken from these two newspapers, 


The Minisink district comprises Orange, Rockland, Ulster, and 
Sullivan counties in New York, Sussex and Warren counties in New 
Jersey, Pike, Monroe and Wayne counties in Pennsylvania. 


Valuable data is found in the church records, which consist of 
baptismal, marriage, membership, and in some cases burial records, 
also history of various familics of church membe~s. In Orange County, 
New York, are the Marblstown Dutch Reformed Church, Deerpark Dutch 
Reformed Church, also known as the Machackemeck Church, ond in Sussex 
County, New Jersey, are the Yellow Frame Church, the Libertyville 
Methodist Church, Clove Dutch Reformed Church, The Minisink Dutch 
Reformed Church and many others, 


Among the families listed are the Middaugh, Clark, Kilpatrick, 
Lambert, Shaver, Beyca, Seers, Ketcham, DeWitt, Mills, Newnan, Coultcr, 
Armstrong, Van Schoonhoven, Van Sickle, Beemer, Struble, Van Auken, 
Decker, Cole, Davis or Davids, Van Inwegen, Cortright, Cuddcback, 
Kuykendall and Landon, 


Long lists of Sussex County, New Jersey Marriage Records, 2s 
well as census records of 1825 of Minisink and Calhoun Townships, 
New York, also many records taken from old cemeteries sre to be 
found in the scrapbooks, 


One of the most interesting scrics of articles is entitled 
"Orange, Rockland and Sussex Counties in the Revolution", with 
stories of men serving from these counties. 


Listed in the books is data from Port Jervis and Kingston, New 
York, and the story of the Deleware snd Hudson Canal end history of 
prominent men of that day, 


Of interest to the Westbrook genealogical researchers is the 
refcrence to the many Michigan doscendants of this family. 


Mr. Coulter informed this writer that these scrapbooks re- 
present 22,000 hours of work snd while he was loath to part with 
then, he did so feeling that they would do more good here, He is 
a descendant of families that have livcd in the Minisink district 


for 242 years, which eccounts for his great intcrest in this region,

Oct. 16, 1828. At the village of St. Clair, M.T. on Monday the 4th inst, 
Edward Hopkins, Esq. He was born May the 10th, 1791. The deceased was calied away 
in the prime of life, He was gifted with talents which would have rendered him a 
valuable member of society had his life been prolonged. Blessed with a happy dis- 
position he was an agreeable and interesting companion and a sincere friend, 


Oct. 23, 1828. At Saut de Ste. Marie, 22d September JOHN JOHNSTON, Esq. 
aged 66. Mr. Johnston was a native of the county of Antrim, Ireland, where his 
connexions are respectable. wa The family were, however, of Scottish 
descent, his great-grandfather having left Scotland efter the massacre of Glencoo 
under William III. He and his sister married into the houses of Leathe of Bury 


St. Edmonds in Suffolk, and Mussinden of Herringfleet Holl in Norfolk. His grand- 
father possessed an estate in the county of Down and afterwards romoved to Belfast, 
where he planned and executed the public water works. His father chose the navy as 

a profession, and was a midshipman at the taking of Louisbourg in 1751. On the 
restoration of peace, he was appointed surveyor of Port Rush, in the North of Ireland 
He married the eldest daughter of John MN. P., esq. of Combresheshken, by whom hc 
acquired, as a marriage portion, the quarterland of Craige, a beautiful situation, 
within three miles of the Giant's Causeway, where he died, while the subject of this 
notice was quite young.

The desire of placing himself in an independent situation, and the honor- 
able detcrmination of not encroaching on the limited income of his mother end aunt 
induced Mr, Johnston to tum his thoughts to America, and he lended in New-York in 
1790, in his 28th yoar, Having letters to Lord Dorchester, Gov. Gen'l of the Canadas, 
he repaired without loss of time to Quebce., The sudden recall of lord Dorchester, 

and the glowing terms in which the commerce in furs wns represented to him, by his 
early friend Mr. Tod, so well known as one of the earliest and most onterprizing mer- 
chants engaged in the Northwest fur trede, induced him to visit Michillimackinac and 
Lake Superior.. 

A trade which was thus undertaken in the spirit of onterprize, as a tempor- 
ary occupation, soon cngaged his deep attention, and brought with it tics, which de- 
termined the course of his subsequent life. He marricd a daughtcr of the celebrated 
Waub Odjeeg, the hereditary chief of Lapointe, in Leke Superior, by whom he had a 
family of four sons and four daughters. He bestowed much pains in educating his 
children, one of whom he took to Eng, and the others were placed at Montreal, or at 
Sandwich, His eldest son Lewis Saurin, was a mid-shipman on board the Queen Charlotte 
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cly wounded, and dicd in @

agent for Indiana Affeirs under the American government. 

Mr. Johnston settled at the falls of St. Mary in 1791, and resided there 
until the time of his death, The war of 1812 involved him in its calamities. His 
house and stores were plundered in his absence by 2 detachment of the American army, 
acting under the orders of maj. Holmes, The amount of Indian goods and other prope y 
erty, destroyed or taken awey, on this occasion was invoiced rising L9,000 Hnalifex 
currency, for which no remuncration has ever been made. - The officer nemed, acted 
under mistaken opinions, which had been industriously circulsted by persons in the 
trade, inimical to Mr, J. The act has boon since openly condemned by Col. Croghan, 
the officer commanding the Amcrican forces on the Upper Lekes, as an unjustfiable 
outrage on private propcorty. 

Mr. Johnston visited his native country in 1809. While in London he was 
offered the Governorship of the Hudson's Bay Colony, by lord Silkirk, which he pru- 
dently declined, In 18-- he was chosen a refcree in the dispute srising from con- 
tested sovereignty between lord Silkirk cand the Northwest Company, ond visited Fort 
William to execute the trust reposed in him. In 1820, he ogein crossed the Atlantic, 
with « view of obteining romuneration for his losses, While in Ireland he disposed 
of his small estate of Crnige. 

For e few years past, the course of his business had been with the city of 
New-York. Though suffcring with acute chronic pains, and oan enfeebled constitution, 
the ardor of his character remaincd unabated, and he sacrificed his life to the de- 
sire of providing s competence for his family whose happiness constituted his mest 
ardent wish. On his return from that city in Sept, he contrected a fever of 1 tyvhus 
character, which, being without mcdical aid, upon Leke Huron, hed reduced him so low, 
that all efforts to restore him, after his srriveal, proved unavailing. He was con- 
fined at his own house for two days, and breathed out his spirit in cheerful sub- 
mission to the will of that Lord end Savior, in whom he hed so long, and so confi- 
dently put his trust. 

Mr. Johnston possessed a cultivated mind, and 2 wirm and gifted imegine- 
tion. One of the purest sources of his enjoyment, during so many ycars of solitude, 
consisted in reeding the stendard end popular cuthors in history, thcology, «end 
English belleslettres. He has left behind him a memoir of his life and recollections 
(unfinished) and a MS. volume of odes end occassional yvooms, 2nd apothegms, which vill 
be submitted for perusal to some competent judge of literary merit. --Communicated.

SOME EARLY VITAL RECORDS OF CASS COUNTY, MICHIGAN 
Contributed by Mrs. George W. Corliss of Grosse Pointe Farms, Michigan 


Editor's Note:- These are the last of the records from the note books of the Rev, 
John Kirby. Through Mrs. Corliss the books were given to this society by his grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Anna B. Kirby, of Marcellus, Michigan. See the issues of this maga- 
zine for October, 1940, p. 13, and October, 1941, p. 5, for other records from these 
books. The Rev. John Kirby was pastor, and sometime town clerk, of Volinia Township, 
Cass County, in the 1860's, 1870's and 1880's, 
Rev. Kirby was, for the most part, systematic in the recording of his data. On the 
blank pages of the little books, he arranged a form for cach kind of record. Mostly 
he follows this form; though some records are written in seeming haste, as if just 
jotted down to be put in place when he had time. Curiously, the forms for births are 
written in red ink, those for deaths, in black. Each form fills one small page. 
Because of space limits, we shall copy only the information, not the form of the re- 
cord. The birth records contain the following information: Date of birth, month, day, 
year; Name of child; Male or female; White or black; Still born, Illigitimatec, twins; 
Birth place; Name of parents; Residence; Birthplace of each (state, only); "Ocupation" 
of father. The death record statcs: Date of death, month, day, year; Name of decensed; 
sex, color, state (married or single); age, years, months, deys; Birth place (give 
state); “ocupation"; names of parents; residence; cause of death, 

BIRTH RECORDS 
Since the name in most cases indicates the sex of the child, end since none but the 
names of white children appear, we shell omit that informetion from cach record, They 
appear in the order found in the book, numbered here for convenience,

EARLY VIRGINIA MARRIAGES 
Contributed by Miss Isabella Neff Burnet of Charlottesville, Virginia 


Editor's Note:- Sometime ago Miss Burnet sent to us a photostat of an article she 
had come across in the "Staunton Spectator", Staunton, Virginia, Vol. 43, No. 26, 
pp. 1:4, 5, 6, December 18, 1866, A check made by Miss Helen H. Ellis of the staff 

of the Burton Historical Collection of the Detroit Public Library shows that many of 
the marriages are not to be found in records here and some of them, perhens, not any 
where else accessible to many of our readers who are interested in Southern ancestry. 
And so we feel it is worth while to reprint thisseventy-five year old article. 


Miss Burnet includes several quotations from "Annals of Augusta County" by Jos. A. 
Waddell (1886) re the Rev. John Brown, who performed the marriages. See also this 
magazine for March, 1941, p. 127, for an article by Miss Burnet, "The Class of 1749 
at the College of New Jersey" (now Princeton), in which Rev, John Brown was included. 
We quote only one paragraph from Waddell which explains why there are no marriages 
listed fran 1755 to 1781; from p. 85 as follows: 

"In regard to the Dissenters in the province, the laws affocting them wore always 
relaxcd in times of war or public danger, and many of them were disposed to act as 

if all such laws were abolished. We find that the Rev. John Brown, of New Providence 
was so imprudent as to perform the marriage ceremony twice in 1755 for members of his 
flock, but, discovering his mistake, he did not again officiate in this manncr till 
1781, when the law authorized him to do so." 





We quote some extracts from the letter to the "Staunton Spectator" which accompanied 
the marriage records:- "Mr. Editor.- Through the kindness of a lady friend in Ken- 
tucky, the writer came into possession, some months since, "(1866) "of on interesting 
and much prized heir-loom of her fomily, consisting of « manuscript volume of the 
skeletons of sermons of her great grandfather, the Rev. John Brown, at the time it 
was written, the pastor of New Providence congregation in Rockbridge county. He 
served this congregation for nearly half a centruy, and a number of years before 
his death, removed to the county of Woodford in Kentucky, and filled the pulpit of 
Woodford church for a considerable time. . . The writer often recurs to many very 
pleasant days spent under the hospitable roof of one of the grandsons of this Parson 
Brown in Kentucky, in the spring of 1846. It wes there he first met with this volume 
of manuscript . « « Besides the notes snd heads of his sormons, this volume also 
served es e record of the many marriages he solemnized at that day, when he marricd 
almost every one from Fincastle to Staunton, , . As it may not be uninteresting to 
many of your roaders, not only in this county and in Rockbridge, but in other por- 
tions of the State, end it may be in the West and South,to know something of the 
date of the marriage of their ancestors for some five or six gencrations back, I 
will give you © transcription of most of them from the pages of this venernble vol- 
ume. I copy them as I find them in orthography, &c. . . Marriages soiemnized by 
Rev. John Brown, of New Providence congregation, Rockbridge county, Ve., at the 
dated, &c., from the beginning cf Merch, 1755."

The third volume of the Pennsylvania German Folklore Society's collection of his-

Thomas 2 Cornell, who was last with her, Thomas 2 was hanged upon this strange 
inference, Thore was no evidence! Rebecca's will datcd Sept. 2, 1664 gave her 
son Thomas 2 Cornell all her land lying on the west side of Rhode Island, but 
there is no incication that Thomas 2 Cornell coveted it or wished harm to come 
to his mother.
